This is in response to a reissue application filed on January 05 2001 in which claims 1-19 were 
canceled and claims 20-91 were added. 

Restriction

The inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the apparatus 
as claimed is not an obvious apparatus for making the product and the apparatus can be used for 
making a different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be made by another and 
materially different apparatus (MPEP § 806.05(g)). In this case invention group I is not an 
obvious apparatus for processing query of group II. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
